Thanks to all that answered. Transmitting door knobs are used in antenna 
loading circuits. My application is directly in the antenna feed line and I 
suspect the RF current is well over 1A and RF is AC not DC. According to 
N4UQ who is a master amplifier builder and Engineer at a local Atlanta area 
Radio Station, door knobs can handle some RF but depend on the materials 
thay are made of. Most common door knobs made the last few years are great 
for 

antenna load section of the KW amp but may or may not handle RF from my 8877 
amp on 160 

where my antenna has a high inductive load. The tuner already has 2400pf 
and Ten Tec recommends adding 1000pf (so far I have 600pf more). 


I have door knobs that are 470pf, 500pf, and 1000pf. Two of the 470pf are 
light green so assume they are old TV types from the 50's. The other two 
are left over from building a 4-400A amp in 1958 (made by IRC) and bought at 
Barry Electronics in NY. The 500 and 1000pf are fairly new 

(they say CRS) but came from a fellow who works in HF transmitter design. 


I am sticking with transmitting micas rated @3750 and 4000 volts. K4PI says 
you can find transmitting micas rated for RF amps but they are expensive.
